in  an  imperial  edict  today,  but  it  is 
doubtful  whether  it  will  stand.  One 
of  the  members  expressed  amazement 
at  his  appointment.  It  1b  believed  that 
few  of  the  new  ministers  have  been 
consulted  and  that  several  will  de- 
cline to  serve. 

The  cabinet  comprises  curious  ap- 
pointments. "Liang  Chi  Chlao.  appoint- 
ed vice-president  of  the  board  of  Jus- 
tice, is  the  great  Chinese  reformer 
who  was  exiled-  by  the  lute  empress 
dowager  at  Yuan  Shi  Kai's  sugges- 
tion. Chian  Ohien,  appointed  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  agriculture,  is  a 
member  of  the  new  government  of 
Klang  Su.  He  signed  with  Wu  Ting 
Fang  the  demand  for  the  throne's 
abdication,  which  the  reformers 
sought  to  have  delivered  to  the  prince 
regent  through  the  American  legation 
Several  other  members  of  the  new 
cabinet  seem  to  be  strong  sympathis- 
ers  with    Ibc   r-vaintlnnar;,'   movement.

PACKERS'  FIGHT 


Effort  to  Obtain  Bulla*  From  Supreme 
Court  on   Sherman   Act  divas   Oc- 
casion  for   Legal   Battle. 

CHICAGO.  Nov.  16.— Pitting  a  ques- 
tion of  fuct  against  a  question  of  law, 
and  advocating  the  cause  of  public 
welfare  against  an  allegation  of  sel- 
fish pecuniary  motives,  lawyers  for 
the  indicted  Chicago  packers  fought 
government  counsel  .  today  in  an  ef- 
fort to  obtain  a  final  ruling  on  the 
criminal  clause  of  the  Sherman  antl- 
triiut  pact  by  tha  United  States  su- 
preme court  before  th.e  packers  go  to 
'ri:tl.  The  court  room  of  Judge  C.  C. 
Kohlsaat  was  the  battle  ground  for 
the  clashing  forces  of  legal  wit  and 
experience.  When  the  court  day  end- 
ed   both   sides   claimed   the  advantage. 

The  arguments  will  be  resumed  to- 
morrow. The  question  of  fuct  ad-

Sessions  of  Municipal- 
ities Convention— Instruct- 
ive Papers  Heard  Yesterday

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Mayor  Planta  of  Nanafmo  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  to  the  office  of  presi- 
dent of  the  Union  of  B.  C.  Municipali- 
ties at  the  final  session  of  the  seventh 
annual  convention  of  that  body  held 
yesterday  at  the  city  hall.  His  conduct 
of  the  office  last  year  was  eulogized  by 
many  delegates  In  such  glowing  terms 
that  while  he  expressed  the  wish  to  be 
allowed  to  retire  owing  to  pressure  of 
private  business  no  other  name  was 
permitted  to  be  placed  In  nomination 
and  his  acceptance  .  of  the  office  was 
loudly  applauded.  Another  popular 
choice  was  Mayor  Lee,  New  Westmin- 
ster, who  was  elected  vice-president, 
and  ex-Reeve  Harry  Bose,  Surrey,  for 
fourteen  years  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  union,  was  re-elected,  his  desire  to 
be  relieved  of  the  office  being  uproari- 
ously   denied. 

Revelstoke  was  chosen  as  the  next 
annual  meeting  place  despite  the  argu- 
ments advanced  by  Mayor  Morley  that 
Victoria  Is  the  Ibfleal  place  whereat  all 
annual  sessions  should  be  held.  While 
the  delegates  were  ready  to  admit  of 
Victoria's  charms  the  opinion  prevailed 
that  the  work  of  the  union  would  be 
greatly  advanced  were  other  centres 
chosen  by  Increasing  the  Interest  In 
the  movement  for  better  municipal  con- 
ditions   and    legislation.

A  terrible  tragedy  of  the  recent 
short  period  of  wintry  weather  which

^""Wrst  Intimation  of  the  awful  oc- 
currence came  through  the  discovery 
by  Joseph  Frolic  of  the  bodies  of 
Keefer,  Tronson  and  the  youngest 
child,  which  since  have  been  brought 
to  Kamloops,  where  full  investigation 
by  the  coroner  has  been  held.  The  body 
of  fourteen-year-old  Elisabeth  Keefer 
has  not  yet  been  located,  and  although 
several  parties  have  braved  blhuard 
conditions  cutting  to  the  bone  like  mul- 
tiplied knives  of  ice,  their  quest  has 
been  all  In  vain;  the  snow  lies  smooth 
and  level  from  three  to  five  feet  deep 
In  the  vlcilnlty.  and  there  Is  small  prob- 
ability of  the  recovery  of  this  body  un- 
til   spring.

The  first  public  trial  of  the  new 
pumps  Just  installed  in  the  salt  water, 
high  pressure  plant  was  given  yester- 
day when  a  test  was  made  to  ascertain 
the  effectiveness  of  the  system  from 
the  flre-flghtlng  standpoint  and  while 
In  no  sense  an  official  one.  It  proved  a 
success.  The  pumps  which  have  re- 
ceived several  tests  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Matthew  Hutchinson,  city  elec- 
trician, have  demonstrated  their  ability 
to  more  than  come  up  to  requirements. 
Yesterday's  test  established  that  in  ad- 
dition the  system  of  mains  and  con- 
nections are  In  good  condition.  The 
exhibition  was  witnessed  by  a  large 
number  of  the  delegates  to  the  annual 
convention  of  the  Union  of  B.  C.  Muni- 
cipalities and  they  expressed  their  be- 
lief that  Victoria  Is  ahead  of  many 
much  larger  cities  in  the  matter  of  fire 
protection. 

The    test    was    held    on    Wharf    street 
at  the  foot   of  Broughton   street.    Eight 
lines  of  hose   were  laid,   four   from   the 
twive-lnch   main  at   the  corner  of  Oaf 
ernment   and    Fort   street,   each    650   feet 
in  length;  two  from  the  hydrant  at  the 
corner  of  Whsrf  and  Broughton  streets, 
from  an  eight-inch  main,  and  two  from 
a    hydrant    farther      north      on    Wharf 
street.

The  new  pumps   built   by  the  Mather. 
Piatt    Company,    of    Manchester,     Eng- 
land,   to    replace    the    pumps    manufac- 
tured  by    the   D'Oller   Engineering   com- 
pany,   of      Philadelphia,      which      latter 
pumps    were      rejected      because      they 
could   not  come   up   to   the  specifications 
of  th«  city,  must  give  a  pressure  at  the 
pump    of    150    pounds.      Yesterday    the 
electric   pump,   the  only  one  used.   rhv<* 
a   pressure     of    165    pounds      without    a 
fault  and  the  steam  pump  has  also  been 
tested    to    within    four    pountls    of    that 
pressure.

Leeds.  Referring  to  the  Canadian 
election,  he  said  that  the  election  was. 
as  Mr.  Balfour  had  said,  not  only  the 
remarkable  event  of  the  year  In  poli- 
tical circles  of  the  British  empire,  but 
may  turn  out.  and  he  believed  It  would 
turn  out,  a  landmark  In  the  history  of 
the   world. 

"If  we  are  to  understand  the  full 
significance  of  these  elections,  let  us 
consider  not  *what  the  radical  speakers 
and  the  radical  press  now  say,  but 
what  they  satd  then.  We  were  told 
that  the  reciprocity  treaty  marked  a 
great  stet,  towards  free  trade.  If  that 
were  true,  then  the  rejection  of  the 
treaty  is  not  a  step,  but  a  leap  back- 
wards from  what  they  called  free'trsi' 
We  are  told  the  treaty  was  the  death 
blow  to  the  cause  of  preference.  If 
that  were  true,  then  the  rejection  of  the 
treaty  has  given  new  life  to  the  cause. 
"The  controlling  causa  of  tha  elec- 
tions was  that  Canadians  believed,  and 
I  agree,  that  President  Taft  was  right 
when  he  said  it  was  a  case  of  now  or 
never,  a>ecau*e  they  believed  that  their 
decision  then  would  settle  finally 
whether  Canada  was  to  continue  as  ail 
autonomous  nutlon.  becoming  more 
closely  united  to  the  empire,  o* 
whether  sba  should  g-rarsr tally  come  un- 
der the  Influence  of  the  great  friendly 
nation  lying  to  the  south." 

It  was  an  ignorant  and  Impudc-it 
claim  he  said,  that  the  elections  did  not 
bear  on  the  cause  of  preference.  They 
were,  and  are.  an  emphatic  reminder 
that  reciprocity  preference  Is  the  a'm 
of  Great  Britain's  autonomous  domin- 
ions. Canadians,  through  the  election 
decision,  had  done  their  part.

It  may  came  as  a  surprise  to  the 
public  to  learn  that  the  trade  in  violets 
In  Victoria,  In  Vancouver  and  Winnipeg* 
and  over  a  wide  area  of  the  United 
States  as  far  east  as  Chicago,  is  prac- 
tically dead — killed  by  a  violet  trust  en- 
gineered by  a  corporation  of  growers 
near   San    Kruncisoo. 

According  >to  the  members  of  the  ^  1. - 
torlu  Gardeners,  Florists  and  Nursery- 
men's association  these  growers  have 
their  agents  In  each  town  who  rent  no 
premises,  pay  no  t«x<«  ami  refuse  to 
supply  the  trade.  Tout  start  by  hawking 
th«*lr  unmix  around  the  streets  at  prices 
low  enough  to  kill  any  up»posttlon.  In 
Viotorla,  as  no  Bulling  on  streets  is 
pemiiltted,  the  agent  goes  to  some  own- 
er of  land  with  a  plea  of  poverty  and 
gets  leave  to  sell  off  unoccupied  spots. 

Thait  the  cry  of  woe  is  unfounded  say

Mention  was  made  of  5000  acres  of  po- 
tatoes which  were  of  "Aahcroft"  qual- 
ity and  had  been  measured  In  one  In- 
stance and  found  to  go  tw».nty  tons 
to   the  acre. 

Varieties  of  apples  had  been  found 
that  show  wonderful  stoutness  in  re- 
sisting ley  winds  and  the  Interesting 
fact  was  noted  that  by  Irrigating  late 
the  interstices  of  the  ground  are  filled 
up  and  the  frost  prevented  from  pene- 
trating to   the  roots.

Is  attributed  its  great  success  In  this 
portion  of  Vancouver  Island.  It  can, 
however,  be  badly  damaged  by  frost.

Bonne  think  he  has 
lost  his  astuteness  and  Intuition,  while 
others  think  that  he  in  playing  a  deep 
game  His  real  object  may  be  to  con- 
vince the  throne  that  a  capable  cabi- 
net cannot  be  formed,  but  ''he  gives 
the  Impression  to  visitors,  both  Chi- 
nese and  foreigners,  that  he  Is  deter- 
mined to  defeat  the  rebels. 

The  foreign  diplomatic  representa- 
tives have  under  discussion  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  to  disburse 
the  maritime  customs,  which  are  be- 
ing received  by  the  inspector  general, 
Francis  A.  Aglcn,  for  the  payment  of 
loans  and  Indemnities.  This  seems  to 
be  the  beginning  of  foreign  interfer- 
ence in  the  financial  affairs  of  China. 

Reports  reach  here  of  the  murder  of 
u  Get  man  In  Shen  Shi,  and  of  a  French 
priest  in  Sxechuim  province,  but  these 
ure  Isolated  instances  of  harming  for- 
eigners, who  have  been  well  protected 
considering  the  excited  conditions  of 
these   provinces. 

No  attempt  Is  being  made  to  re-es- 
tablish   communication    or    the    postal 
service    In    the    western    provinces. 
Kay   Guard  Railway 

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  16.— The  state 
department  is  awaiting  developments 
before  beginning  the  execution  of  its 
plans  for  participation  by  the  United 
States  army  in  the  International  pat- 
rol of  the  railway  between  Peking 
and  the  sea.  Officials  today  regarded' 
the  accession  to  the  premiership  of 
Yuan  Shi  Kal  and  the  initiation  by 
him*  of  a  programme  of  conciliation  as 
indicating  the  restoration  of  better 
conditions.  The  war  department,  how- 
ever, is  prepared  for  any  action  re- 
quired of  It.  Some  reassuring  advices 
received  by  the  state  department  came 
through  the  Chinese  legation  here.  For 
instance,   it   was  stated  that  incidental 
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Is  suggested  In  the  circumstance  that 
both  the  men  had  been  drinking  heavi- 
ly, and  when  they  left  Kamloops  With 
the  two  children  on  Wednesday  last,  to- 
wards evening,  were  scarcely  In  fit  con- 
dition to  control  their  team,  which  was 
attached    to  a  one-bob   box  sleigh. 

The  Keefer  farm  Is  a  little  off  the 
Nicola  road,  along  which  Joe  Frolic 
was  driving  In  to  Kamloops  when  his 
gruesome  discovery  was  made — this 
being  at  a  point  nine  or  ten  miles  from 
the  Keefer  place.  From  the  fact  that 
While  each  of  the  victims  was  found 
fully  dressed  the  bodies  of  the  three 
were  located  In  one  of  Handier  Mc- 
Connell's  fields  at  the  side  of  the  road, 
partially  covered  with  blankets,  is  cit- 
ed as  circumstantial  evidence  that  the 
quartette  of  unfortunates  had  stopped 
possibly  with  th«-  thought  of  making 
camp,  and  most  proimhly  being  van- 
quished by  the  storm  and  fearful  of 
losing  their  way.  If  this  had  not  al- 
ready occurred,  as  they  were  off  the 
road. 

Morses  Unhitched. 

The  horses  had  been  unhitched  from 
tii.-  sleigh,  and  it  was  the  neighing  of 
one  of  them  that  rtrst  attracted  Mr. 
Frolic's  attention.  The  McConnel  field 
Is  on  a  peculiarly  bleak  and  exposed 
position  on  the  hills  to  the  south  of 
Kamloops.  and  the  cold  must  have 
been  especially  bitter  there  on  the 
night    of    death. 

.1  .uues  Tronson's  body  was  discovered 
a  few  feet  from  the  sleigh,  covered 
with  about  two  feet  of  snow,  with 
about  two  feet  more  underneath  It. 
Keefer's  corpse  was  In  the  seat  of  the 
sleigh,  and  the  younger  child's  tn  a 
pitiful  huddled  henp  between  his  knees. 
The  little  girl  was  wnrnily  clad  and 
hail  probably  lived  some  hours  longer 
than  the  men.  From  the  rosltion  of 
Keefer's  body  t'h«  deduction  Is  made 
that  his  last  conscious  moment  was 
spent  in  a  vain  endeavor  to  get  out  of 
the  sleigh. 

Constables  Bodsley  and  McCllntock 
were  assigned  to  the  collection  and 
presentation  of  all  the  material  facts 
necessary  In  connection  with  the  de- 
liberations of  the  voroner's  jury  at 
Kumloops.  The  Jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  "frozen  to  death"  In  the  case  bt 
each    of   th«t   four. 

Another  feature  of  the  tragedy  lies 
In  the  fact  Chat  the  fath«r  of  the  two 
dead  girls — George  Keefer — wns  sen- 
tenced to  n  term  of  Imprisonment  at 
the  last  assizes  along  with  a  man  nam- 
ed SomarOW  ami  Mrs.  Keefer  and  Mrs. 
Somerow  have  been  living  together. 
The  destitute  families  are  being  cared 
for  by  neighbors  and  by  the  govern- 
ment ami  a  petition  Is  being  sent  to 
Hi.,  minister  of  tu«ti<„  to  have  George 
for  and  flomerow  liberated  on  tick- 
ets  of   leave. 
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to  the  assumption  of  the  premiership 
by  Yuan  Shi  Kal,  an  edict  had  been 
issued  inviting  the  various  provinces 
to  select  representatives  to  confer  in 
Peking  at  an  early  date,  with  a  view 
to  coming  to  an  understanding  as  to 
the  form  of  government  to  be  adopt- 
ed. An  edict  was  Issued,  naming  three 
imperial  commissioners,  among  them 
Chang  Chlen,  a  noted  Chinese  scholar. 
to  visit  the  provinces  to  urge  concert- 
ed action  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
concessions  adopted  by  the  throne 
from  among  the  19  articles  providing 
for  a  constitutional  monarchy,  which 
will  be  drafted  by  the  northern  army 
and   adopted   by   the   throne. 

Some  slight  hope  is  entertained  of 
maintaining  the  allegiance  to  the  im- 
perial government  of  Kwang  Tung 
province  from  the  despatch  of  a  tele- 
gram to  the  provincial  authorities  at 
Canton  by  three  officials  of  that  prov- 
ince residing  at  Peking,  urging  the 
maintenance  of  peace  and  the  accept- 
ance of  concessions  offered  by  the 
throne. 

Revolutionists  Gala 

AMOY,  Nov.  16.  —  Vractlcally 
the  entire  southern  half  Ctf  FB  Kian 
province  has  gone  over  to  the  revolu- 
tionists and  there  are  disorders  in  the 
interior. 

At  Chang  Chow  rival  factions  are 
fighting  for  the  control  of  the  local 
government. 

Foo  Chow  people  who  had  fled  are 
returning  to  the  city  and  the  shops  are 
belng^  opened. 

lilng  llwal.  a  coast  city  about  B0 
miles  south  of  Foo  Chow,  has  accept- 
ed the  new  government.  Many  of  the 
old   officials   remain   at    their   posts. 

In  this  city  the  Radical  element  is 
organizing  the  Republican  movement. 
The  moderates  are  not  being  consulted. 

PKKINU,  Nov.  *  1*.— According  *  to 
consular  reports,  30,000  imperial  troops 
at  Hang  Chow  have  Joined  the  rebels 
and  defeated  loyal  troops  from  Nan- 
king and  Chlng  Kiang  at  Ching  Klang.

City    Solicitor   MoDiarml.-l.      prefacing 
his   remarks   on    the   subject   of   govern- 
ment  by   commission,   stated   that    until 
he  had  been  told  by  Mayor  Morley  that 
he   (the  mayor)    had  put   him  down  for 
a    talk   on    the   subject    he   bad   not   ex- 
pected   to    be   called    upon.      Under    the 
existing    Municipal    Clauses      Act    civic 
administration    la    roughly    divided    into 
two  parts,  the  legislation  necessary  for 
a   municipality   and   the   method   of    ad- 
ministration by  councils  and  permanent 
'  officials.        The     same      principles      run 
through    most    municipal      governments 
but  in  great  diversity.     Under  the  Brit- 
ish  Columbia   legislation   a   council   lias 
singularly    little    to    do.      Outside    some 
matters  for  which   the  council  can  leg- 
islate  there   Is  little  opportunity   for   it 
to    Initiate    legislation.      Practically    all 
expenditures  must  go  to  the  people  and 
in   fact    that   council   h*   only   an   execu- 
tive   body    carrying    out    work    initiated 
by    the    people.      Even    U>    carrying    out 
a    policy    approved    by      the    people    the 
council  haa  not  full  power.     The  school 
board    asks    for    what    funds    it    wants 
and  spends  them  In  the  manner  It  sees 
fit    within    limits    set    by    the      govern- 
ment   over    which    the    council    has    no 
control.     The  police  and  library  boards 
ask    for   what    they    want  and   spend   It 
and    the   council   has    no     control.        In 
Victoria    expenditures    alone    of    $1,800,- 
000   are  made  out  of   which   the   school 
board    handles    more    money    than    does 
the   city.      In   fact   nearly   a    million    Is 
expenditure      absolutely     uncontrollable 
by  the   council.     Possibly  about  $50,000 
would   be     the   limit     a  council      could 
waste  or  expend  at  its  own  sweet  will. 
As   a   legislative   body    the   council    has 
no    function   and    as    an    executive    body 
It   has  but  about   $50,000   to   spend.     It 
means  in   the   end    that   government,   as 
now  constituted,  is  government  by  paid 
officials   who  can  be   as  extravagant  as 
.they   please   and   yet   the  council    must 
take  the  blame.     The  lack   of  efficiency 
because  of  the  comparatively  few  meet- 
ings   of   council,    the    Inefficiency    of   al- 
dermen under  the  present   ward  system 
as   not    being   elected    for    their   ability, 
and  the  desire  of  officials  to  serve  the 
mayor  and  council   Instead  of  the  peo- 
ple,   are    some    of    the    reasons    making 
for    Inadequate    and    wasteful    adminis- 
trations.

They    can    he    held    responsible 
and    the    permanent    beads    of    depart- 
ments know  that  unless  J;hey  prove  effi- 
cient   they    must    answer    directly    to    a 
head.      Under   one    man    they   have    hut 
one  man  to  serve  which   makes  for  .-f- 
ftclency  and  permanency  of  a  staff.

The  speech  with  which  H.It.H.  the 
Governor  General  opened  the  session  of 
Parliament  is  rather  otiore  Interesting 
than  such  documents  usually  are.  The 
first  six  paragraphs  are  formal  and 
call  for  no  special  comment  The 
seventh  is  of  special  Interest  and  'in- 
dicates an  appreciation  by  the  new 
ministry  of  the  Important  part  which 
highway  roads  play  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  country,  federal  co-opera- 
tion with  the  provincial  governments  in 
the  good-roads  movement  is  a  new  and 
very  valuable  departure,  and  it  will 
meet  with  universal  approval.  The  de- 
tails of  the  plan  by  which  this  Is  to 
be  accomplished  and  also  of  the  legis- 
lation   by    which   co-operation      will     be 


terms  exceedingly  advantageous  to 
them.  Therefore,  when  Mr.  Frank 
Oliver,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  came 
to  the  olty  and  Mayor  Morley  stated  to 
him  when  the  matter  was  being  discuss- 
ed on  the  Reserve,  that  the  olty  wanted 
some  of  the  land  for  a  park,  and  was 
willing  to  pay  for  It,  no  disturbing  voice 
was  raised.

THE    LIBRARY    BY-LAW. 


BYLAW 


That  Victoria  ought  to  have  a  pub- 
lic library  maintained  in  keeping  -with 
the  progressive  character  of  the  city 
will  be  conceded  without  argument,  and 
that  this  Is  Impossible  with  the  pres- 
ent maximum  annual  appropriation  of 
$5000  has  been  abundantly  demonstrat- 
ed. The  only  reason  why  a  by-law  has 
been  submitted  on  the  question.  Is  that 
the  hands  of  the  City  Council  are  at 
present  tied,  so  that  only  $5000  can  be 
spent  no  matter  how  urgently  a  larger 
outlay  ta  needed.  It  Is  not  contem- 
plated that  $25,000  shall  be  spent  an- 
nually If  the  by-law  passes,  but  only 
that  a  new  maximum  may  be  fixed. 
The  City  Council  c-an  he  trusted  to  ex- 
pend no  more  than  Is  really  necessary. 
We  think  the  by-law  ought  to  pass. 


It  Is  regrettable  that  matters  bearing 
upon  the  general  welfare  of  the  city 
cannot  be  discussed  without  party  poll- 
tics  being  introduced.  There  Is  a  by- 
law before  the  ratepayers  to  authorize 
a  loan  of  $80,000  to  be  expended  in  pur- 
chasing a  part  of  the  former  Songhees 
It-serve  to  be  used  as  a  public1  park. 
Thl«  seem*  on  Its  face  to  be  a  very 
simple  proposition.  Kither  the  citizens 
want  the  proposed  park  or  they  do  not 
want  it.  If  they  want  It,  they  must 
authorize  the  municipal  authorities  to 
secure  it.  and  that  Is  the  purpose  of  0>« 
by-law.  If  the  political  opponents  of 
the  provincial  government  think  they 
can  turn  the  action  of  Mr.  MeBrlde  to 
a  party  advantage,  they  are  within  their 
rights,  but  they  have  no  excuse  in  so 
doing  for  jeopardising  what  has  been  re- 
garded and  la  now  looked  upon  as  a 
very  desirable  step  in  the  interests  of 
tho  city.  What  Mr.  MeBrlde  has  done 
or  has  not  done  in  this  connection  Is  a 
proper  subject  of  discussion  in  a  politi- 
cal election,  but  It  has  absolutely  no 
place  in  the  consideration  of  the  pro- 
posed   by-law. 

Thia  will  appear  from  a  brief  review 
of  the  case  from  the  beginning.  Tears 
ago  it  was  expected  that  when  the  Song- 
h>*e  Reserve  question  was  settled  It 
would  be  possible  to  give  a  part  of  the 
area  to  the  city  for  park  purposes.

RECREATION  GROUNDS 


The  point  which  the  ratepayers  have 
to  bear  In  mind  in  considering  the  by- 
law relating  to  recreation  grounds  is  a 
two-fold  one.  One  branch  at  It  is 
whether  such  grounds  are  now  or  are 
likely  soon  to  be  needed,  and  upon  this 
there  can  hardly  l>e  any  question.  All 
progressive  cities  recognize  recreation 
grounds  as  an  absolute  necessity.  The 
second  point  is  whether  the  necessary 
grounds  can  ever  be  secured  more 
cheaply  tlmn  at  the  present.  No  One 
j  will  pretend  to  say  that  they  can  he. 
Therefore  It  seems  to  follow  that  If  sve 
are  to  have  such  grounds,  now  Is  the 
lime  to  get  them  it  Is  up  to  the 
ratepayers.  Tliey  can  never  get  what 
the  city  will  certainly  require  as 
cheaply  as  It  can  he  got  now.

Mr.  Slfton  was  nearly  killed  by  a 
railway  train  while  out  hunting  recent- 
ly. He  rode  furiously  across  and  along 
a  track  and  did'  Hot  hear  the  train  ap- 
proaching. Friends  rescued  him  from 
danger,  and  the  report  of  the  Incident 
say8  "the  train  went  along  on  Its  wild 
career."  Out  in  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try, trains  keep  to  their  tracks  as  a 
rule  and  do  not  go  wildly  careering 
around  the  country.  A  disinterested 
critic  might  be  Inclined  to  think  that 
the  wild  careering  in  this  case  was  done 
by  the  ex-Minister  of  the  Interior. 


The  Vancouver  Canadian  cftub  recently 
held  an  annual  banquet  at  which 
speeches  were  made  by  members  of  the 
club.  While  we  do  not  agree  with  Mr. 
F.  C.  Wade,  who  expressed  the  opinion 
that  political  questions  may  properly  be

Mr.  T.  Yates  Foster,  who  probably  has 
had  more  experience  In  this  line  of  athletic 
work,  than  any  other  Montreal  sportsman, 
has  conceived  tbe  idea  that  the  formation 
or  such  an  organisation  might  be  a  benefit 
to  every  branch  of  sport  In  which  tbe  stop 
watch    Is   used    to    any    extent. 

He  will  endeavor  to  gather  together, 
shortly  those  who  are  In  the  habit  of  "keep- 
ing time"  at  -various  games  and  for  aa 
association.

The  care 
taken  with   the  speech  of  the  little  ones 
and    the    co-operation    with    the    teacher 
in    the    case   of     older      boya      and    girls 
might    well    be    imitated    by    mothers    In 
Canada. 

Heart  Diseases. 
A  writer  In  the  Dietetic  and  Hygienic 
Gazette,  published  in  New  York,  thinks 
that  fewer  people  would  die  of  heart 
disease  If  knowledge  of  its  causes  were 
more  general.  He  tells  us  that  "among 
the  causes  of  heart  disorders  are 
physical  strain,*  overwork  and  violence, 
hi  1  mental  and  nervous  over-exertion. 
One  of  the  chief  causes  of  a  more  or 
lass  disabled  heart  Is  the  extent  to 
which  the  spirit  of  emulation  Is  carried 
Into  games  at  the  present  day.  The 
attempts  to  break  recorda  in  running, 
hlcycllng.  rowing,  etc.,  are  the  bane  of 
the  age.  According  to  the  editor  of 
the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
association.  April  27,  1907,  Wood" 
Hutchinson  is  responsible  for  the  state- 
ment that  statistics  show  that  'athletes 
are  two  and  one-half  times  more  liable 
to  heart  disease,  SO  per  cent,  more  li- 
able to  Uidn<  y  diseases  and  1!5  per 
cent,  more  liable  to  die  of  the  three 
main  Infectious  diseases  of  adult  life 
than  the  average  man.'  In  accounting. 
however,  for  the  demands  made  upon 
the  heart  by  various  kinds  and  degrees 
of  physical  effort,  the  effect  of  mental 
labor  Is  generally  overlooked.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  mental  strain  and 
fatigue  are  sometimes  more  exhausting 
to  the  vitality,  and  consequently  re- 
quire more  of  the  henrt  than  the  same 
amount  of  muscular  action.  Whenever 
the  vitality  Is  exhausted  mental  as 
w«ll  as  physical  rest.  Is  required.  Anx- 
iety Is  a  potent  factor  of  heart  de- 
rangement, and  prolonged  mental  de- 
pression has  a  most  Injurious  effect  on 
the  heart.  It  «M  this  fact  which  led 
the  ancients  to  conclude  that  the  heart 
was   the   seat   of   emotion.      Mental    and 


physical  overwork,  excitement,  worry 
and  trouble  during  a  financial  crisis 
are  responsible  for  many  cases  of  dila- 
tion of  the  heart.  Disappointment  In 
love  or  In  other  ardent  ambitions,  de- 
sertion or  loss  by  death  of  husband  or 
wife  may  cause  such  profound  grief 
and  depression  and  the  consequent  di- 
lation of  the  heart  may  be  so  extreme, 
that  even  death  may  ensue,  .and  In  such 
cases  It  Is  almost  literally  true  that 
death  results  from  "a  broken  heart." 
Most  of  us  know  that  we  should  not 
worry,  but  there  are  few  who  will 
cease  to  do  so  even  though  We  know 
It  is  wrong  or  that  our  lives  will  be 
shortened   by    our   folly. 

An  Excellent  VISA 
There  were  never  before  so  many  wo- 
men  wage   earners   as   there   are   today, 
and  perhaps,  on  the  whole,  better  wages 
nif'  paid  now  than  at  any  previous  time. 
Yet  it  la  very  hard  for  a  woman  to  save. 
Hoard    is   dear,      and      the      woman   who 
wishes  to   be  well  dressed   must  be  pre- 
pared   to   spend   a   great   deal   of  money. 
Then,  for  one  reason  or  other,  the  duty 
of  supporting  or  helping     others     often 
devolves    on    the      female      wage-earner. 
Many    a    bright    faced    girl    buys    gowns 
for   her  mother  or  frocks  for   her  little 
•tUteis,  relieving  )u>i;  father  of  a  burden 
and  giving  others  a  happiness  that  every 
woman   will  appreciate.     The  post  office 
could    reveal    many    a    secret    of    money 
sent  to  aged  parents  or  Invalid  relatives 
by  many  a  woman  whO  Is  known  among 
her  companions  or  employees  only  as  a 
hard   worker   und  careful  spender.      Vet, 
whether    spending    or    giving    there    are 
few  women  who  know  how  to  *»v».  De- 
mands   for   money   are   so    constant    and 
so    Insistent,    the    temptations    to    spend 
art   so   Irresistible   that    wages,    whether 
scanty  or  generous  are.  as  a  rule,  spent 
by   young  women,      in     a      few    years   a 
husband  usually  relieves  the  girl  of   the 
necessity  of  earning  her  own  living  and 
of  making  provision  for  the  future.  Yet

upon  this.  .  Let  pessimists  say  what 
they  will,  there  were  never  so  many 
love  matches  as  In  this  twentieth  cen- 
tury. Financial  independence  Is  sweet 
to  women,  and  only  at  the  call  of  affec- 
tion will  the  girl  who  has  once  enjoyed 
it  yield  it  to  any  one.  It  is  said,  how- 
ever, that  the  proportion  of  women  who 
do  not  marry  is  greater  now  than  form- 
erly. Whether  this  la  true  In  Canada  Is 
open  to  question.  However,  this  may- 
be, it  is  certain  that  every  woman  may 
need  money  In  her  old  age.  Nothing  is 
more  certain  than  that  the  wage  earner 
who  lives  to  be  old  will  be  unfit  for 
work.  We  know.  too.  that  the  most 
carefully  protected  wife  or  the  mother 
who  Is  most  tenderly  loved  may  find 
herself  in  want  when  old  a«e  comeB.  and 
husband  and  children  have  gone  before 

her. 

Men  provide  for  the  future  fcj  Insur- 
ance, and  by  Investments.  Women  sel- 
dom do  anything  of  the  kind.  It  is  true, 
-rough  that  their  was*"  are  compar- 
atlvely  small,  but  this  does  not  relieve 
them  from  the  obligation  of  laying  aside 
something  for  the  future.  The  woman 
who  does  not  marry  is  sure  to  need  all 
that  she  can  save.  Marly  a  woman  who 
hi  married  will  be  happier.  If  after  she 
is  sixty  she  has  a  small  Income  of  her 

own. 

The  government  annuities  scheme 
makes  It  possible  for  the  young  woman 
who  Is  at  work  In  Canada  and  who  Is 
earning  more  than  a  bare  living  to  make 
provision  for  the  future.  Few  young 
women  can  live  on  •«  a  month.  Any 
old  woman  who  has  a  home  of  her  own 
will  find  it  possible  to  do  so.  The  wo- 
man who  works  from  twenty-three  to 
sixty,  and  who  during  that  time  contri- 
butes to  the  annuities  fund  $8.27  a 
month  will  If  she  lives  after  that  time 
draw  from  It  $300  a  year,  or  if  she  pre- 
fers  It  $75  a  quarter.  Should  she  die 
before  she  is  sixty  her  heirs  will  receive 
All  that  she  put  In  with  3  per  cent,  com- 
pound interest.  This.  In  the  case  of  a 
woman  of  5«.  would  amount  to  $2,425.77 
or  $1  OS2.37  more  than  the  nmount  of  her 
payments.  If  she  is  so  unfortunate  as 
to  be  alone  In  the  world  she  can  under 
another  plan  ensure  a  larger  Income  by 
forfeiting  her  money  In  case  of  death. 

There  are  business  women  who  by  for- 
tunate investments  secure  much  larger 
,,„umes  than  this.  But  to  know  posi- 
tively that  no  matter  what  changes  of 
fortune  may  take  place  such  an  Income 
U  certain  In  the  closing  years  of  life 
gives  a  sense  of  security  th»t  would 
make  many  a  woman  happier.  It  Is  well 
worth  while  enquiring  Into  the  merits 
of  this  scheme,  and  a  woman  has  only 
t,.  address  the  superintendent  of  Can- 
«dmn  government  annuities  at  Ottawa  to 
secure  a  full  explanation  of  the  plan  de- 
vised for  the  independence  of  the  aged 
men  and  women  of  Canada. ,

"There  is  a  tablet  In  the  school  close 
at  Rugby  which  supplies  the  answer  to 
this  interesting  question.  The  tablet, 
which  is  let  into  the  wall  of  the  gar- 
den attached  to.  the  residence  tof  the 
master  of  this  world-famous  school, 
bears  an  Inscription  in  the  following 
terms:

Commemorates  the  Exploit  of 

William 'Webb  Ellis, 

Who,    With   a    Fine    Disregard    f or  •  the 

Rules   of    Football 

As  Played  In  His  Time. 

First  T<*>k   the  Bajl   In  His  Hands  and 

Ran   With,  it. 
Thus   Originating    the    Distinctive    Fea- 
ture  of  the   Rugby    Game. 
A.    I).   1823. 

"Rugby  football  In  that  distant  day 
was  a  vastly  different  pastime  from 
the  game  as  we  know  it  today  under 
the  aegis  of  the  Rugby  Union.  As 
against  the  present  Idea  unblned 

skill,  strength  ancCsfl^ed,  Its  predomi- 
nant characteristic  was  an  appeal  to 
physical  force,  which.  In  our  modern 
eyes,  would  seem  almost  revolting  in 
its  unrestrained  brutality.  Hacking — 
that,  the  Intentional  kicking  of  an  op- 
ponent's legs  from  under  him — and 
scragging — that  is,  twisting  a.  player's 
neck — were  practices  which  for  many 
years  were  regarded  as  perfectly  legiti- 
mate, and  which  continued  for  several 
years  at  Rugby  after  the  institution 
of  the  Rugby  Union  In  1871. 

"Three  old  Rugbyans — Messrs.  Ma- 
ton.  Ruttur  and  Hoi  men — assisted  in 
.coding  the  first  set  cf  rules  promulga- 
ted by  the  union.  At  that  time  it  Was 
customary  to  have  twenty  men  on  a 
side,  and  It  was  not  until  the  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  authorities  had  set  the 
example  In  1875  that  the  national 
unions  controlling  the  game  in  Eng- 
land and  Scotland  recognised  the  re- 
duction to  fifteen  men  on  a  aide,  as  the 
rule  stands  todsy.  rthern  unton, 
nf  course,  has  only  thirteen  men  on  a 
aide."

He  was 
a  slugger  pure  and  »lmple.  depending  on  his 
ability  to  wear  an  opponent  out  by  taking 
all  the  punUhment  that  would  be  admin- 
istered. He  knew  llttl-  <>f  the  art  of  *elf- 
rtefenre.  and  was  an  easy  man  to  hit  by  a 
boxer  of  even  second-rate  ability.  Men  of 
hi*  type  seldom  last  long  In  the 
fighting  business,  for  fighters'  nsts  ean  ad- 
minister more  punishment  than  the  head 
and  Jaws  or  the  toughest  men  can  stand  up 
under.  Fighters  ot  th*  Papke  stamp  get 
the  Idea  Into  their  heads  that  they  do  not 
have  to  Up  in  tip-top  condition  to  fight  the 
or.lliiarv  man  In  their  class,  and  they  get 
laiv  and  neglect  training,  and  the  result  is 
rkal  rh-v  get  after  a  while  that  It  takes  the 
hardest  kind  of  training  to  get  tham  on 
edga  for  a  fight.

tended that  ,  hla  ward— Number  =— would 
give  a  larger  majority  to  the  bylaws  than 
any  other,  but  at  that  ha  wished  that  all 
present  would  use  their  Influence  In  mak- 
ing the  vote  a  large  and  unanimous  one. 
At  the  conclusion  of  hie  remarks.  the 
speaker  was  warmly  applauded.

Mr  D.  8.  Tail  next  explained  hla  Interest 
In  the  Songheea  Park  bylaw,  stating  that 
as  a  member  of  the  Victoria  West  Athletic 
Association  he  had  always  felt  Its  want. 
He  stated  that  the  park  acheme  had  served 
as  an  ante-election  topic  since  Victoria  Writ 
had  entered  the  city  of  Victoria  and  still 
there  was  no  park.

But  of  men.  Therefore,  man  was  th» 
first  consideration.  M»«  should  be 
chosen  who  would  make  a  atudy  of  the 
system  of  municipal  government,  but 
above  all  they  should  be  men  of  Urge 
n,  not  visionary,  but  men  of  vision. 
No  man  di  void  of  that  attribute  ahould 
be  chosen,  tor  if  chosen  should  be  re- 
called. 

Highest  Efficiency. 

Second,  what  element  should  be.  In- 
corporated In  the  work  of  building  a 
"city?  The  answer  was.  the  highest 
standard  of  efficiency  in  every  part  or 
the  civic  service.  The  speaker  next 
dealt  briefly  with  Victoria's  past  ex- 
periences in  this  connection.  Much  mon- 
ey and  time  had  been  wasted  In  ex- 
periments, but  now  a  well-defined  plan 
had  been  conceived  and  was  being  fol- 
lowed. In  less  than  a  year  every 
trunk  road  In  the  city,  every  street  in 
the  Are  area  and  many  residential 
streets  would  be  paved.  This  besides 
placing  the  wires  underground  and  "oth- 
er  improvements. 

When  visiting  the  old  lands  Aldetv 
man  Oleason  had  been  struck  with  the 
perfect  systems  in  vogue  in  the  cities 
there.  No  one  could  be  in  Glasgow  or  j 
Boriln  an  hour  without  knowing  that  i 
they  wore  well  governed.  Public  own- 
erhlp  of  public  utilities  was  aimed  at, 
and  in  this  connection  he  told  of  the  ] 
experience  K)f  Glasgow  in  the  operation 
of  the  street  railways.  It  had  been  a 
great  success,  and  the  municipalities  In 
this  province  should  profit  by  the  ex- 
perience of  older  centres.  In  regard 
to  the  opening  up  of  new  districts  it 
was  important  that  thoroughfares 
shotild  bs  made  w!d»  and  direct.  The 
failure  to  observe  this  had  cost  Vic- 
toria a  big  sum  In  effecting  street  Im- 
provements on  some  of  the  leading 
thoroughfares.  Then  he  strongly  fa- 
vored the  creation  of  public  squares  In 
town  planning.  Large  cities  In  the  old 
land  were  found  to  bestow  the  great- 
est care  on  outward  aopearances.

In  respect  to  the  court  of  revision  It 
was  the  duty  of  such  court  to  not  only 
hear    the    various   appeals    which    might 
be  presented,   but   to  go  over  the  entire 
roll  and  see  If  the  assessment  had  been 
made    on   a    thoroughly    equitable    basis. 
The  resfcwnsiblllty   of   the  court   did   not 
cease  when   it  had  dealt  only   with   the 
appeals     before      it.        Careful      enquiry 
should  be    made    In    order    to   see      that 
Justice    was    being    done    to    everybody. 
This    was    a   duty    which    was    not    ob- 
served in   muny  instances, 

Mr.  Crehan  next  dealt  with  the  Im- 
portance of  the  system  of  municipal  ac- 
counting when  tho  close  of  the  year  ar- 
rived, when  the  elected  representatives 
of  the  people  had  to  give  an  account 
of  their  stewardship.  At  such  a  time 
the  system  might  either  make  or 
damn  the  representatives  in  the  eyes 
of  the  public,  If  the  accounts  were 
not  correctly  kept,  or  were  ambiguous, 
how  could  the  representatives  go  to 
the  peopls  and   say  "Vv\.  have  rendered 


good    service?"      There    was    where    the 
representatives    would    either    stand    or  ; 
fall. 

Mr.  Crehan   next   dealt  with   th«   mod-  ! 
el   statement   which   he   had    distributed. 
It  was  framed,  with  the  idea  of  giving 
|n   concise    f»orm   the    main   points   of  a  j 
system    which    he    thought    would   work 
well.      One   point   he    wished    to    empha-  ' 
size,    and    that    was    how      imperatively 
necessary    it    was      that      an      outgoing 
board    should    show    what    liabilities    it 
was  leaving  for  its  successors. 
Endorsed    TIew. 
In    moving    a    vote    of    thanks,   Reeve 
Weart  of  Burnaby  said  he  endtorsed  the 
view,   of    Mr.    Crehan    that    accounting 
was    the  most   important   thing   In   mu- 
nicipal government.     But  he  warned  the 
convention  that  it  was  vital  in  order  to 
get    good    men    mat    the    best     salaries 
should  be  paid.     In  his  opiiilori    F&£  ac- 
countants,  the  auditor  and   the  city  en- 
gineer constituted   the   real   government 
of   the    city;    therefore    It    was    obvious 
that    only    the      most      competent      men 
should    be    entrusted    with    office.      An- 
other  point    that   he   favored   In   connec- 
tion  with  the   system   of   municipal   ac- 
counting   was    the    issuing    of    monthly 
statements    by.  the   auditor   so    that    the 
board  would  be  enabled  to  see  Just  what 
was   the   financial    standing  »of   the   city. 
A    delegate    asked    Mr.    Crehan    if    he 
thought    the    work    of   auditing    should 
be  done  by  the  government,  and  the  lat- 
ter,   replying,    expressed      the      opinion 
that     such     proposal     would    prove    Im- 
practicable.      He    added     that      in       his 
opinion  tlie  systems  in  vogue  In  British 
Columbia   had    given  as  good    results   If 
not    better    than    in    most.tof    the    prov- 
inces  throughout   the   Dominion, 

Alderman    Gleason    next    read    a    very 
interesting    paper    entitled    "Civic      Im- 
provements."    The   work   of   building  a  j  app0jntert. 
city  was  not  accomplished  in  a  day  and  , 
there1    were    many    factors    in    the    task.  ) 
In  the  cities  of  the  old  land  the  prob-  j 
lem  was  compllcted  by  the  fact  that  the  j 
very   rich   and   the   very  poor   had  to  be    | 
legislated      f*or.       Happily    In    the    pnst 
such  conditions  had  not  obtained  to  any 
great  extent   in    this   province,   but   con- 
ditions   were    rapidly    changing.   It   was 
inevitable   as    time   rolled   on    that   Brit-  j 
ish    Columbia    would    be    the    home    of 
many  additional  thousands,  and  thus  we  I 
could  tonly  guess  at  what  the  cities  of  ; 
today  would  grow  to  become.  The  oittefl 
were  the  dominant  factor  in   the  life  of  ' 
a   nation.  ,   What    should    be   the    policy  I 
to    pursue    for    the    bulldng    of   a    city?  , 
First,  we  should  have  a  plan,  and  such 
a   plan   must  be   devised   by   a  man   or  j 


pei  manent 
the  problem  of  keeping  them  clean.  In 
his  opinion  motor  driven  sweepers  and 
fiushers  were  the  best.  Victoria  was 
using  one  or  more,  and  they  were  work- 
ing  admirably. 

Third,  in  city  building  what  should 
they  discard  as  unworthy  »of  incorpor- 
ation In  the  Ideal  system?  They  should 
discard  vacillation.  Then  there  Bhould 
be  no  class  legislation,  but  an  endeavor 
to  unite  all  Interests.  In  Berlin,  where 
there  were  over  one  hundred  members 
of  the  governing  body,  the  working- 
men  were;  gtven  a  one-third  represen- 
tation. He  believed  the  present  short 
term  of  toflice  to  be  one  of  the  chief 
causes  of  disintegration.  This  and  the 
iniquitous  ward  system  caused  <a  re- 
versal of  civic  policy  ofttlraes  which 
was  most  deplorable.

W»«  Tiiont  Important  thing  was' 
character;  men  who  built  cities  success- 
fully must  create  an  atmosphere  which 
would  be  morally  pure  and  thus  meet 
with  tho  approval  of  the  Master  Build- 
er  himself. 

Mayor  Lee  of  New  Westminstrr 
moved  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Al- 
derman Gleason.  which  was  unani- 
mously   carried.

Canada  Maru  Brought  Stories 
of  Eyewitnesses  of  Many 
Stirring  Episodes  at  Scene 
of  Chinese  Revolution 


GHASTLY  SIGHTS  SEEN 
BY  FOREIGN"  RESIDENTS 


Manchu  Prisoners  Beheaded 
and  Heads  Hurled  at  Feet 
of  Deputation  at  the  City 
Gate  of  Wuchang 


The  Great  Xuhslik.  Connoisseurs  of 
music,  who  have  heard  the  great  Kube- 
llk  play  recently,  assert  that  his  com- 
ing tour  of  the  United  Statee  and  Can- 
ada will  unquestionably  exceed  in  tri- 
umph those  which  tills  young  man  has 
previously  made.

December  1,  and  his  re-appearance 
in  this  country  after  an  absence  of 
four  years  is  regarded  a*  one  of  the 
principal  musical  events  of  a  big  sea- 
son. Kubellk  has  been  practising  dili- 
gently In  getting  himself  to  the  high- 
est artistic  notch  possible  and  declares 
his  belief  in  his  ability  to  leave  en  Im- 
pression  that   will   never   be   effaced. 


The  steamer  Canada  Maru.  of  the 
Osaka  Shosen  kaisha.  which  reached  the 
outer  wharf  yesterday  from  the  orient, 
was  at  Shanghai  on  October  31  at  and 
22nd  when  thousands  of  refugees  were 
flocking  there  from  Hankow.  Details  of 
the  scenes  attendant  upon  the  revolution 
other  than  those  received  by  cable  were 
told  by  eyewitnesses  from  Hankow. 
Wuchang  and  Hanyang.  L.  Suzer.  of 
Yokohama,  who  witnessed  some  terrible 
scenes  told  of  some  bloody  incidents.  He 
said: 

"The  foreigners  at  Hankow  became 
alarmed  and  worried  over  what  might 
be  going  on  behind  the  walls  of  the  city 
across  the  river  as  It  was  known  that 
about  thirty  foreign  missionaries  were 
still  at  Wuchang.  A  delegation  of  Han- 
kow foreigners  was  organised,  and  they 
proceeded  to  the  Wuchang  gate  and  ask- 
ed admittance  and  permission  for  the 
foreigners  within  the  city  to  leave.  The 
rebel  authorities  refused  to  open  the 
gules  and  allow  them  to  enter,  but  as 
the  foreigners  would  not  leave  they  took 
another  means  of  driving  them  away. 
While  the  delegation  waited  the  gates 
were  suddenly  opened  and  the  poor  Man- 
elms  who  had  been  captured  In  the  city 
were  hauled  into  the  entrance  and  be- 
headed before  the  eyes  of  the  horrified 
foreigners,  and  their  heads  tossed  at  the 
feet  of  the  delegation.  The  gates  were 
then  closed  again,  and  the  foreigners 
hastened  back  to  Hankow  to  tell  of  what 
they  had  seen.  Later  a  force  of  the 
foreign  troops  and  sailors  at  Hankow 
went  to  Wuchang  gate  and  with  the  for- 
eign warBhlps  In  the  river  threatening 
to  bombard  tl>»  city,  were  allowed  to 
enter  and  the  foreigners  remaining  In 
Wuchang  were  removed  to  Hankow. 

"The  fate  of  the  Manchus  caught  in 
Wuchang  was  the  same  as  that  of  the 
three  who  Were  beheaded  before  the 
delegation  of  Hankow  foreigners.  A  few 
were  able  to  make  their  escape  by  pay- 
ing fabulous  sums  to  coolies  who  took 
the  risk  of  lowering  them  down  the  wsjl 
o,*  the  city  by  means  of  ropes.  Muny  6t 
the  lllfated  creatures  were  riddled  by 
bullets  from  rebel  rifles,  however,  before 
they  ever  reached  the  ground, 
footers  Busy 

"The  foreigners  at  Hankow  sent  their

women  away,  but  the  majority  of  the 
men  remained  to  guard  their  property 
from  looting  and  violence.  AH  go  about 
the  streets  fully  armed.  I  carried  a  gun 
all  the  time  I  was  there,  though  I  be- 
lieve all  foreigners  arc  quite  safe  except 
from  the  looters,  thieves  and  other 
classes  of  criminals,  who  are  plentiful 
.there  now,  as  the  rebel  authorities  freed 
nil   the  prisoners  from  the  Jails. 

"At  a  small  place  near  Hankow 
where  there  were  several  foreign  firms 
and  residences,  all  the  foreigners  left, 
and  I  was  told  the  rebel  authorities 
caught  a  gang  of  looters  ransacking 
ir.es*,  abandoned  houses.  mMpffisfl  OWBs 
on  the  spot  and  nailed  their  heads  to  the 
doors  of  the  stores  and  dwellings  as  a 
warning  to  others  who  might  be  tempt- 
ed to  loot. 

"At  various  time  while  I  was  at  Han- 
kow the  firing  between  the  rebels  at 
Wuchang  and  the  smnll  bands  of  im- 
perial troops  outside  the  walls  made  it 
very  dangerous  to  move  about.  Bullets 
whizzed  through  portions  of  the  foreign 
settlement  quite  -frequently  until  the 
foreign  men-of-war  again  threatened  to 
bombard  Wuchang.  A  Oerman  sailor 
was  killed  by  a  stray  bullet  while  on  the 
Hankow  streets  while  I  was-  there  and 
no  clue  as  to  whether  the  shot  was  fired 
by  rebels  or  Others  could  be  found.  Prob- 
ably one  of  the  most  cold  blooded  pieces 
of  work,  of  which  I  saw  the  beginning, 
was  the  seizure  of  a  Manchu  off  a  Jap- 
anese river  boat  Just  as  he  Wu»  about 
to  get  away  to  safety.  I  saw  several 
rebel  soldiers  go  down  to  the  landing 
and  take  the-  man  off  the  boat  and  lead 
him  off  towards  the  Chinese  city.  Wh.-n 
the  gate  of  the  city  was  reached,  several 
foreigners  who  followed  told  me  this, 
the  poor  fellow  was  compelled  to  kneel 
while  th/jy  chopped  off  his  head  with  a 
sabre.  They  then  stuck  It  on  a  pole  at 
the  gate  to  given  hideous  warning  to 
others  of  his  kind. 

Compulsory  Service 
"At  all  the  gates  of  the  Chinese  cities, 
a  rebel  recruiting  officer  sits  at  a  table 
ail  day  and  night  and  backed  up  by  a 
squad  of  armed  rebels  all  Chinese  who 
come  to  enter  the  city  are  forced  to  en- 
list in  the  cause.  They  are  given  a  uni- 
form of  black  cotton  material,  a  while 
hand  Is  tied  about  their  left  arm  and 
then,  handed  a  gun  and  a  few  rounds 
of  ammunition  they  became  full  fledged 
rebel  soldiers  at  a  salary  of  9  taels  per 
month.  The  regular  soldiers  have  .  aU 
discarded  their  khaki  uniforms." 
Bsbel  Strategy 
The  China  Post,  of  Hankow,  says  the 
Hanyang  arsenal  was  captured  by  a 
neat  trick  on  the  part  of  the  rebels. 
Several  hundred  of  them  crossed  from 
Wu-chang  In  small  sampans  and  rush- 
ing breathlessly  to  the  gates  of  the 
arsenal,  stated  that  they  were  loyal 
troops,  and  had  escaped  from  the  rebels 
when  Wu-chang  was  taken.  The  strategy 
sin  reeded,  the  sates  were  thrown  onen 
end  the'  soldiers  were  no  sooner  inside, 
than  they  dimmed  the  white  badge  and 
showed  their  true  colors.  Ucslstancc 
was  useless,  and  the  arsenal  was  cap- 
tured with  hardly  a  shot  being  fired. 

The  rebels  then  gave  their  attention  to 
throwing  up  earthworks  near  the 
arsenal.  The  Hanvang  hill,  which  was 
not  previously  fortified,  bristled  with 
guns.' a!  2  1-2  inch  field  piece  being 
placed  at  about  every  twenty-flve  yards. 
Coolies  were  hurrying  to  end  fro  with 
earth,  and  strong  earthworks  were  in 
the  process  of  making.  During  the  day 
one  of  the  Chinese  torpedo  boats  proudly 
steamed  up  towards  Hanyang  and  open- 
ed .fire,.  .  A.  veil  aimed  ,  alio*,,  however, 
from  the  Wu-chang  side  made  a  hole  in 
the  thin  plates  of  the  torpedo  boat, 
which  beat  a  precipitate  retreat,  steam- 
ing backwards  and  spitting  Are  as  she 
left. 

A  correspondent  of  the  China  Post 
of  Hankow  tells  of  a  trip  he  made 
through  the  native  Oltj  of  H.uikow, 
where  he  found  mm  h  looting  In  pro- 
gress. The  rebel  commanders,  however, 
do  all  they  can  to  put  down  looting,  and 
are  several  In  repressing  lawlessness, 
The  correspondent  wrote:

He 
sa  id:  .Simi*  "f  the  upheaval  were  on  all 
sides.  The  roads  were  full  of  soldiers 
and  strewn  with  the  red  facings  of  uni- 
forms. In  some  cases  khaki  clothes  lay 
on  the  road  for  any  one  to  take  away. 
T3e  insurgents  arc  ail  rrtir::!^-  their 
black  winter  uniforms,  with  the  old  fac- 
ings and  ornaments  torn  off  and  white 
bands  round  their  R|t>»ve«.  Their  genera! 
demeanour  teminded  me  of  the  Swiss 
Boldiers  whom  I  saw  many  years  ago. 
Whilst  discipline  seemed  perfect,  there 
was  no  smartness  nbout  their  actions 
*nd  nothing  to  distinguish  privates  from 
officers,  so  far  as  1  could  see.  They  were 
all  friendly  und  ready  for  a  shat. 

Unfortunate  Victims 
Sad  stories  come  of  those  escaping  by 
river  up  the  Han.  The  boatmen,  after 
demanding  exorbitant  rates  for  boats, 
take  the  frightened  folk  a  little  way  up 
the  river,  dump  them  down  on  the  bank 
and  return  for  fresh  victims.  The 
wretched    passengers   aie   pounced    upon

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WOMEN  IN  THE  NEWS 

Odda  and  Ends  of  the  Lives  and 
Activities  of  Femininity 


At  a  reception  given  the  delegates  to 
the  Zionist  congress  held  late  last 
month  in  Montreal  an  Interesting  ad- 
dress on  the  natural  resources  of  Pal- 
estine was  given  by  Madame  Peysner, 
Who  Is  at  present  touring  on  behalf  of 
tho  Jewish  colony  In  like  Holy  U»i..l  to 
stir  up  Interest  In  the  Becalel  Institute 
that  has  been  established  there  by  the 
Zionist  societies.  Madame  Peysner  has 
already  visited  South  Africa,  where 
there  are  a  large  number  of  Hebrews, 
and  is  now  on  her  way  to  Tc*as. 

In  the  course  of  Tier  address  In  Mon- 
treal she  pointed  out  that  hitherto  the 
Jews  had  had  no  chance  of  collectively, 
showing  their  ability  In  the  tuts,  partly 
because  they  had  beeh  «rush,-<l  uml  had 
often  been  obliged  to  work  at  occupa- 
tions below  their  abilities,  while  even 
when  they  had  been  rarely  gifted  Intel- 
lectually their  genius  had  In  many 
cases  been  ascribed  to  the  nationality 
whose  language  they  spoke.  Jewish 
productions  were  to  be  found  In  the» 
museums  and  art  galleries  of  the  great 
European  cities,  but  these  were  credited 
to  the  nations  that  owned  them,  and 
lost  to  the  Hebrew  race. 

She  made  a  strong  appeal  to  thje 
wealthy  people  of  the  Jewish  faith  to 
support  the  effort  which  was  being 
made  In  Palestine  to  cultivate  the  arts. 
The  Besalel  Institute  Is  in  Jerusalem, 
and  Is  a  sort  of  technical  school  where 
all  kinds  of  industrial  arts  are  taught 
and  where  carpets  woven  In  silk,  glass 
goods  and  knlck  knacks,  silver  filigree 
work  and  wodwork  are  being  turned  out 
showing  great  skill  and  delicacy  of 
handling.       This  institute   is  the  center 


of  a  Zionist  colony  to  which  the  steps 
of  indigent  end.  persecuted  Jews  are 
directed,  the  strong  desire  of  the  sup- 
porters of  the  Zionist  movement  being 
that  the  people  sent  to  the  colony  shall 
be  trained  to  earn  their  own  living,  and 
thus  nave  the  project  from  being  a 
merely  benevolent  aiwl  charitable  con- 
oem. 

Madame  Peysner  delivered  her  ad- 
dress In  Herman  which  "he  speaks  flu- 
ently, though  rtW  •»  »  Kusslan  by  birth. 
The  meeting  waa  presided  over  by  Mr. 
Marcus,  a  raemtmr  t»f  lbs  bureau  com- 
mittee of   the  Zionist  aaoclatlon. 

A  delight ful  account  of  a  delightful 
tour  In  Japan  la  given  by  Mrs.  Kllen 
■  iweU  in  the  Town  and  Country 
Journal,  published  In  the  east.  The 
authoress,  who  la  an  Australian,  landed 
at  Kobe  where  she  was  delighted  with 
tlw  beauty  of  the  pink  and  white  cherry 
MhMM<  disillusionment  came  how- 
ever on  her  first  excursion  Into  the 
country  on  nat  land  where  market  gar- 
dens crossed  »t  regular  intervals  by  ir- 
rigation trenches  met  the  eye  on  either 
hand.  Here  and.  there  in  the  wilder- 
ness of  black  mud  a  group  of  tomb- 
stones marked  the  resting  place  of  till- 
ers of  the  soil;  the  air  was  charged 
with  sickening  odors  of  "fu  fu"  and  the 
deafening  croaking  of  thousands  of 
frogs.  Then  all  of  a  sudden  the  train 
in  which  the  writer  sat  plunged  Into 
the  glorious  rape  fields  then  in  full 
flower,  bright  yellow,  with  the  scent  of 
honey.  And  tlte  fields  left  behind 
seemed    like   a    bad    nightmare. 

One  morning  the  traveller  wended 
her  steps  to  a  famous  Buddhist  temple 
In  the  midst  of  pine  woods.  There  she 
discovered  standing  side  by  side  a  Bud- 
hlst  and  a  Shinto  temple.  At  the  en- 
trance gate  was  a  large  tank  of  water 
which  flowed  from  the  mouth  of  a  mag- 
nificent bronze  dragon,   and   In   this  the 


people  washed  their  hands  before  enter-' 
lng  the  sacred  precincts.  The  Budd- 
hist temple  was  filled  with  treasures, 
and  everywhere  were  great  branches  of 
cherry  blossoms  exquisitely  arranged, 
while  in  the  little  brass  bowls  of  water 
floated  camellias  the  nearest  approach 
to  lotus  flowers  to  be  procured  at  that 
season. 

"No  one,"  says  Mrs.  Beadwell.  "Is  in 
a  hurry  in  Japan.  The  passers-by 
saunter;  ;the  shop  proprietor  enters  Into 
lengthy  conversation  with  his  custom- 
ers,, who  on  their  aide  appear  to  have 
entered  the  shop  for  no  specific  purpose 
whatever.  The  children,  unlike  the 
Chinese,  are  gay  little  people;  the  wo- 
men are  chubby,'  and  happy  looking,  In 
striking  contrast  to  the  men,  who  are 
dyspeptic  and  depressed  in  appearance 
The  women  still  wear  their  native 
graceful  dress,  hut  the  men  as  a  rule 
are  clad  in  fearful,  and  wonderful 
Kuropean  garments." 

Her  account  of  shopping  In  Yokoha- 
ma Is  delightful.  "One  sits  in  a  com- 
fortable chair,  feeds  on  delicious  sweet- 
meats, and  sips  pale  tea  out  of  dainty 
little  bowls,  whjle  such  things  as  the 
gods  love  are  spread  out  on  the  floor  j 
"No  money!"  one  says  weakly  to  the 
bowing  proprietor.  'Never  mind,'  Is 
the  answer,  with  airy  disregard  of  the 
necessity  of  such;  'today  you  will  look- 
see  and  by-and-bye  you  will  perhaps 
sign  chit,'  and  another  bow  follows  this 
delightful  suggestion.  Being  human 
one  goes  back  to  the  hotel  laden  with 
the  most  fascinating  treasures  for 
which   one   has  alas!   'signed   chits.'" 

She  has  little  that  is  good  to  saiy 
about    travelling  conditions   in   Japan. 

"Why,"  she  asks,  "do  all  the  passen- 
gers In  Japan  take  all  their  luggage  In- 
to the  already  painfully  small  carriage 
instead  of  leaving  It  In  the  van?  And 
why  again  that  is  a  password  for  clean- 
lines    the    world    over    possess    a    train 


service  so  shockingly  dirty  In  every 
detail?  We  once  In  a  week  moment 
looked  Into  a  statlonmaster's  room  at 
a  large  station,  and  for  pure  dirt  it 
could  have  given  points  to  a  duet- 
heap.  In  the  carriages  the  floors  are 
covered  with  the  dirt  of  ages,  cigar- 
ette ends,  orange  peel,  sandwich  papers 
at  Intervals  a  porter  saunters  in  with 
a  brush  and  leaurely  sweeps  all  the  re- 
fuse Into  a  corner,  having  first  careful- 
ly closed  every  window  so  that  no  atom 
of  discomfort  or  Infection  shall  be  lost 
Finally  he  departs  leaving  behind  him 
the  rubbish  and  an  atmosphere  charged 
with  germs  and  angry  words.  Truly 
a  Japanese  porter's  definition  of  clear- 
ing up  Is  removing  rubbish  from  one 
place  to  another." 


The  seventeenth  convention  '  of  the 
Domnlon  W.  C,  T.  U.  was  opened  in 
Plymouth  Hall,  Sherbrooke,  Que.,  on 
Oct.  23.  and  was  attended  by  some 
eighty  delegates  from  all  over  Canada. 
The  convention  address,  was  delivered 
on  the  previous  Sunday  evening  .in  Ply- 
mouth church,  by  Mrs.  Asa  Gordon, 
superintendent  of  the  evangelistic  de- 
partment. Mrs.  Gordon  dealt  with  the 
harm  done  to  boys  by  cigarette  smoking 
and  also  referred  In  graphic  language 
to  the  growing  curse  of  the  white  slave 
traffic,  stating  that  In  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  alone  last  year  no  less  than  1.- 
500  girls  had  fallen  victims  to  this  dia- 
bolical   trade. 

The  regular  sessions  began  on  Mon- 
day morning  and  continued  until  Thurs- 
day afternoon.  Among  the  matters 
discussed  was  the  adoption  of  the  cur- 
few bell  system,  which  several  of  the 
delegates  advocated,  three  provinces, 
Ontario.  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  al- 
ready  for  legislation   in   regard   to   it. 

Mrs.  Stevens,  of  Toronto,  read  her 
report  which  showed  a  marked  increase 
In   membership   in  Ontario  and   Western 


Canada,  but  deplored  the  decrease  In 
the  Eastern  Provinces.  The  I*  T.  L.. 
membership  showed  the  same  fluctua- 
tion, and  the  Y's  also  were  not  keeping 
up  the  growth  In  membership  that  had 
been  expected.  ■      jL 

The  president,  Mrs.  Wright,  of  Lon- 
don, Ont.,  read  an  exhaustive  report, 
dealng  with  the  opium  trade,  the  white 
slave  traffic,  the  Mormon  propaganda 
and   the   franchise  for  women. 

The  chief  speaker  at  the  temperance 
rally  was  Mrs.  Knox  Livingston,  who 
made  an  Impassioned  eppeaj  for  a 
world  wide  temperance  movement.  She 
said: 

"It  Is  the  women  who  must  keep  up 
the  light.  We  have  no  time  to  waste 
In  petty  things.  There  are.  too  many 
great  things  to  undertake  for  our  King. 
The  women  of  Canada  and  the  women  of 
the  United  States  alike  must  Join  In 
the  great  work.  Above  the  Union 
Jack,  above  the  Stars  and  Stripes  must 
fly  the  white  flag  of  our  union,  and 
hand  in  hand  we  must  march  around 
the  world  until  we  see  an  international 
law  of  prohibition  in  every  country  In 
the  world,"  she  declared. 

Mrs.  Asa  Gordon,  ofXHtawa,  present- 
ed the  report  of  the  official  organ,  the 
White  Ribbon  Bulletin,  and  recommend- 
ed the  appointment  of  an  editor,  an  as- 
sistant editor  and  a  business   manager.

People's    societies.

The  matter  was 
brought  before  our  council  meeting  last 
night,  und  a  letter  was  read  from  a 
correspondent  from  which  I  extract  the 


comfort  and  treatment  of  all  those 
who  have  become  dependent. 

It  may  be  not  known  to  some  of 
your  readers,  althougti  I  have  called 
att. nt Ion  to  the  fact  not  a  few  times, 
that  thla  city  bus  no  accommodation 
for  the  Insane  other  than  the  police 
cells.  During  the  last  week  I  have  seen 
two  cases  that  make  such  accommoda- 
tion most  Imperative.  It  is  Impossible 
to  -trout  tli».»e  cases  satisfactorily  In 
our  public  hospitals  as  they  are  now 
constituted.  They  must  either  be  sat- 
urated w'lth  sedatives  to  an  extent  that 
seriously  Interferes  with  their  recovery 
or  allowed  to  make  the  nights  and 
days  too  hideous  with  audi  noIseB  as 
only  a  dement  can   utter. 

Many  of  these  acute  cases  would 
speedily  recover  if  properly  managed, 
lure,  without  the  necessity  of  being 
transferred  to  the  Insane  hospital  at 
New    Westminster.      None    of   us    would 


What  Is  required  Is  the  erection  of  a 
small  detached  ward  for  tlte  reception 
of  patients  suffering  from  delirium, 
mania  or  acute  alcoholism.  This  wouM 
cost  not  over  three  thousand  dollars, 
and  would  supply  the  most  necessary 
adjunct  to  the  treatment  of  disease  In 
this  community.

care  to  have  our  friends  remosed  to 
an  insane  asylum,  if  recovery  Is  pos- 
sible under  proper  conditions  here. 
There  yet  exists  in  the  minds  of  many 
of  us  an  Instinctive  abhorrence  of  asy- 
lum life.  In  fact  once  an  individual 
has  been  committed  to  a  (publlc  asylum 
his  position  in  society  is  compromised. 
On  the  other  hand  some  cases  are  of 
such  a  nature  that  removal  during  the 
intensity  of  the  disease  necessitates  a 
risk  of  life  which  we  are  not  justified 
in  accepting.  Such  is  the  case  with  a 
patient  at  present  in  one  of  our  hos- 
pitals. One  who  entered  the  gates  of 
death  that  she  Otf(ffct  bring  life  Into 
the  world  Is  now  Insane  from  the 
shock  and  subsequent  poisoning.  Under 
the  greatest  of  disadvantages  she  Is 
being  handled  as  best  her  physicians 
can,  but  the  best  that  can  be  done  Is 
very  little  compared  to  what  might  be 
accomplished  In  a  small  ward  prepared 
*for  such  cases.  Her  condition  has  been 
so  serious  that  her  life  would  have 
been  risked  by  removal  to  Westmin- 
ster. With  a  temperature  of  above  104 
degrees,  transportation  of  one  hundred 
miles   is   not   to   be   considered   lightly. 


Beserve  By-Law. 

Sir — May  I  trespass  upon  your  space 
once  more  in  reference  to  the  Songheea 
Reserve  Park  Loan  By-law,  and  to  the 
editorials  of  the  Victoria  Daily  Times 
dealing  with  my   letter  of  lust  evening. 

The  Times  deals  with  my  letter  and 
Willi  the  purk  question  in  three  sepa- 
rate editorials.  Every  one  of  these  ed- 
itorials is  based  upon  a  material  mis- 
representation   or  untruth. 

In  the  main  editorial  the  Times  asks 
why  the  people  of  Victoria  should  vote 
money  to  purchase  land  which  legally 
belongs  to  them.  The  Times  knows  per- 
fectly well  that  ,the  city  has  no  shad- 
ow of  legal  right  to  any  portion  of  the 
Reserve.  It  is  true  that  an  order-in- 
council  was  once  passed  providing  that 
the  Province  should  deed  to  the  city  its 
reversionary  rights  in  the  northern 
twenty-nine  acres  of  the  park.  This  or- 
der-ln-councll  was  a  gratuitous  act  on 
the  part  of  the  government.  There  was 
no  consideration  for  it  on  the  part 
of  the  viiy,  and  no  agreement  or  con- 
tract ever  entered  into  in  pursuance  of 
it.  It  was  never  confirmed  by  an  act 
of  parliament,  without  which  It  was 
doubtless  ultra  vires  of  the  executive 
council.  It  stood  as  a  mere  expression 
of  the  government's  willingness  to  deal 
and  conferred  no  legal  rights  whatever 
upon  the  city.  Moreover,  it  was  based 
upon   the  assumption  that   the   city   was 


to  treat  with  the  Dominion  government 
and  the  Indiana  and  in  some  way  ac- 
quire  their  rights. 

Senator  Templeman  told  the  people 
of  Victoria  West  on  the  public  platform 
some  two  or  three  years  ago.  In  deal- 
ing with  this  very  question,  that  the 
city  had  no  claims  nor  rights  whatever 
in  the  Songheea  Reserve.  Moreover. 
Senator  Templeman's  government  no- 
tified the  city  some  time  before  Mr. 
McBrlde  settled  the  question  that  the 
Dominion  government  would  take  no 
steps  to  settle  the  question  until  the 
city  and  the  Province  should  relinquish 
and  disclaim  all  reversionary  rights  In 
,th*j  Reserve.  And  now  the  once  Hon- 
orable Senator's  own  organ  speaks  of 
the  city  legally  owning  the  Reserve. 

In  the  second  editorial  the  Times 
says:  "But  immediately  the  ownership 
of  the  Reserve  is  transferred  to  the  Pro- 
vincial government  then  Mr.  McBrlde. 
.j-.  ;.t~«.  tt.a;  tit*  rtty  must  ho  mulcted 
in  the  full  market  value  of  the  proper- 
ty." This  Is  a  straight  misrepresenta- 
tion of  the  bargain  proposed.  It  is  not 
the'  full  market  price  of  the  property, 
but  the  cost  price  to  the  government 
which  is  the  proposed  basis  of  the  pur- 
chase. If  the  cost  price  Is  based  upon 
value,  as  I  pointed  out  in  my  letter  of 
last  evening,  It  is  likely  to  be  about 
930,000.  At  the  meeting  In  Victoria 
West  this  evening  three  prominent  and 
capable  real  estate  agents  agreed  and 
stated  that  the  market  value  of  the 
property   would  be  about  9150.000. 

In  the  third  editorial  the  Times  says 
that  it  was  a  statement  and  condition  of 
Mr.  McBrlde's  settlement  with  the  Ot- 
tawa government  that  the  area  In  ques- 
tion should  be  deeded  to  the  city  of 
Victoria.      The    Times    has    no      ground 


whutevcr  for  making  this  statement  and 
must  know  that  it  is  false.  No  such 
condition  was  ever  made.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  Dominion  government  had 
been  Insisting  thai  the  city  abandon  all 
claim  to  the  Reserve.  The  only  condi- 
tion made  by  the  Dominion  government 
was  that  the  Indians  should  be  Hntis- 
fled;  and,  later  on,  that  the  Indian  De- 
partment must  be  u  party  to  the  bar- 
gain, and  that  the  new  Reserve  should 
be  deeded  absolutely  to  th»  Dominion 
free  from  any  reversionary  right  of  the 
Province.  , 

But  in  the  same  editorial  the  Times 
admits  bolus  bolus  what  I  contend  is 
the  real  and  only  question  at  Issue,  It 
says;  "The  Times  has  not  discussed  the 
question  of  the  utility  or  justice  of 
providing  a  park  for  Victoria  West, 
There  can  be  no  two  sides  to  that  ques- 
tion." 

My  whole  plea  and  my  ground  for 
rtferrlng  to  the  attitude  of  the  Times 
was  that  this  question  should  be  de- 
cided on  ite  merits  and  quite  apart  from 
mere  political  considerations.  The  ques- 
tion must  be  considered  as  It  stands, 
namely,  that  the  government  is  prepared 
to  sell  to  the  city  of  Victoria  at  bare 
cost  price,  and  on  its  own  declaration 
will  not  make  a  free  gift  of  the  land, 
and  when  the  Times  admits  the  pro- 
priety, justice  and  utility  of  acquiring 
the  park  It  hits,  to  my  mind,  admitted 
the    whole    case. 

Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs  at  the  meeting 
tonight  brought  out  a  point  that  I  had 
overlooked,  namely,  that,  years  ago, 
When  Victoria  West  was  urged  to  join 
the  municipality  °f  the  eity  of  Victo- 
ria, Mayor  John  Grant,  acting  on  be- 
half of  the  city,  held  out  the  promise 
that  If  Victoria  West  would  come  with- 
in the  city  the  Songhees  Reserve  would 
be  done  away  with  and  a  portion  laid 
aside  as  u  park  for  Victoria  West;  and 
that  every  year  since  he  has  heard  the 
aume  promiae reiterated, So  tiiat    it 


of  opinion  from  the  people  of  Victoria 
as  to  the  desirability  of  acquiring  this 
park,  and  should  the  by-law  be  defeat- 
ed the  government  will  be  perfectly  jus- 
tified in  concluding  that  the  people  of 
Victoria  do  not  wish  to  treat  with  them, 
aud  in  disposing  of  the  area  in  ques- 
tion without  any  reference  to  -the  de- 
sire for  a  public  park  in  Victoria  West. 

On  the  other  hand,  even  if  there  be  a 
possibility  that  the  government  may 
yet  niHk#«  a  fr«*  gift  of  the  desired  park 
or  deal  inure  «»ueruUaly  with  the  city 
than  Is  at  present  proposed,  the  pas- 
sage of  the  by-law  will  not  In  any  way 
prevent  the  representatives  of  the  city 
from  pressing  the  government  for  the, 
most  favorable  terms  possible.  On  the 
contrary.  It  is  the tlntention  of  the  In- 
troducers of  the  by-law  that  they  shall 
do   no. 

But  the  defeat  of  the  by-law  will 
leave  the  civic  authorities  without  man- 
date or  authority  to  deal  with  the  gov- 
ernment in  any  way. 

In  conclusion.  Mr.  Editor,  I  have  yef 
t heard  no  valid  objection  whatever  to 
the  passage  of  this  by-law.  Every  con- 
sideration of  Justice,  necessity,  utility, 
convenience,  beauty  and  price  Is  In  fa- 
vor of  the  purchase  of.  this  park.  The 
only  objection  ^pcn  Is  the  mere  ques- 
tion of  the  addition  to  the  civic  tax 
rate.  But  the  amount  required  is  very 
small,  and  this  consideration  tthould 
hardly  weigh  where  a  question  of  jus- 
elc  Is  Involved,  t  feel  sure  that  no 
ratepayer  who  will  really  consider  this 
question  will  vote  against  the  passage 
of  this  by-law.

DUBLIN.  Nov.  16.— Replying  to  a 
number  of  addresses  from  various  pub- 
llo  bodies  presented  to  him  at  Portum- 
na,  Co.'  Galway,  Mr.  John  Dillon,  M.  1*., 
deprecated  the  critic-Ism  put  forward 
by  Irish  newspapers  professing  to  be 
Nationalist  in  regard  to  the  approach- 
ing Home  Rule  Bill.  Mr.  Redmond 
and  hie  colleagues,  he  said,  had  been 
challenged  as  to  their  authority  to 
speak  on  behalf  of  the  Irish  people.  If 
they  were  not  trusted  by  the  National- 
ists of  Ireland  at  tlrls  critical  hour  of 
their  history  how  could  Mr.  Redmond, 
their  accepted  leader,  conduct  the  nego- 
tiations that  were  now  being  carried 
on? 

Every  man  in  Ireland  who  challeng- 
ed, or  sought  to  undermine,  or  convey- 
ed the  impression  to  British  ministers 
that  Mr.  Redmond  did  not  speak  with 
authority  on  behalf  of  the  Nationalist*

be  entitled  to  pronounce  their  judgment 
as  they  were  allowed  to  pronounce 
Judgment  In  the  case  of  the  Council's 
bill.  In  regard  to  the  latter  bill  the 
Irish  party  was  hampered  In  its  efforts 
to  obtain  better  terms  owing  to  people 
outside  claiming  authority  to  speak  for 
the  country. 

At  a  meeting  subsequently  held,  the 
chairman,  Father  Corcoran,  announced 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Shaw  Tener,  agent  for  Lord  Clanrlcarde 
stating  that  Lord  Clanrlcarde  had  Inti- 
mated through  him  to  the  congested 
districts  board  that  he  was  prepared  to 
receive  and  consider  a  reasonable  offer 
for  his  property.  The  board,  in  a  com- 
munication had  stated  that  they  were 
prepared  to  make  that  offer  to  Lord 
Clanrlcarde    within    a    month. 

Mr.  John  Dillon  said  that  thirty 
y«&r«  ag~  ha  went  to  Porturnna  at  the 
request  of  Michael  Davitt  to  raise  the 
banner  of  revolt  against  the  cruellest 
landlords  that  Ireland  had  ever  been 
cureed  with.  The  struggle  had  been 
long  and  marked  by  much  disappoint- 
ment and  suffering,  but  who  was  the 
winner  now?  As  sure  as  tomorrow's 
sun  would  rise  so  Bure  would  the  land 
of  Clanrlcarde  pass  to  the  tenants  and 
their  children,  and  the  tyranny  under 
which  their  fathers  had  groaned  for 
many  generations  would  disappear 
from  the  land  of  Galway  forever.  Lord 
Clanrlcarde  would  get  a  fair  offer  and 
they  would  give  him  a  week  or  so  to 
consider  it.  and  then  If  he  rejected  It 
he  (Dillon)  wouldn't  come  down  to  ask 
them  to  keep  the  peace  any  more. 

The  best  plan  at  that  moment  to 
promote  and  to  expedite  tTfe  transfer  of 
the  land  was  by  organising  the  coun- 
try to  push  on  the  national  cause  of 
Home  Rule,  becauae  if  they  once  got 
tt  into  the  heads  of  Irish  landlords  that 
a  Home  Rule  parliament  would  be  sit- 
ting In  Dublin  In  the  next  two  years 
they  would  be  tumbling  over  each 
other  to  sell.  Those  who  were  charged 
with  the  administration  of  a  native 
parliament  would  not  be  disposed  to 
go  beyond  justice,  and  the  landlords 
would  not  get  prices  they  got  In  the 
past  What  was  the  position  of  the 
Home  Rule  movement?  They  had  been 
told  by  many  prophet*  that  If  they  liv- 
ed to  the  age  of  Methuselah  they  would 
never  see  the  day  when  the  veto  of 
th  House  of  Lords  would  be  abolished. 
They  had  destroyed  the  veto,  the  great- 
est obstacle  that  stood  hi  the  way  of 
Home  Rule  and  the  day  they  destroyed 
the  veto  Home  Rule  was  practically 
won. 

They  had  humbled  In  the  dust  the 
proudest  aristocratic  assemhly  In  the 
world,  and  today  the  Lords  were  bit- 
terly repentant  that  they  had  ever 
crossed  the  path  of  Ireland's  freedom. 
Everybody  In  England  and  Ireland  knew 
that  Home  Rule  was  coming.  Those 
who  were  opposed  to  Home  Rule  had 
staked  their  last  hope  on  disunion 
among  Irish   Nationalists   themselves. 

"Whsit  greater  proof  could  they  have 
that  Home  Rule  was  coming  than  by 
Sir  Bdiwnrd  Carson's  propose!  to  set  up 
a  provisional  government  In  Ulster. 
When  Sir  Edward  Carson  came  to  ad- 
dress a  Unionist  meeting  there  the 
only  way  they  could  avoid  a  split  In 
the  Irish  Unionist  forces  wns  by  avoid- 
ing all  talk  of  a  provlalonn.1  govern- 
ment In  Ulster.
